The program as here given is as nearly accurate and complete as it 
seems possible to make it one month ahead of the meeting. Attention is 
called to the complete detailed program, which will be ready to hand to 
the members and delegates as soon as they arrive in Richmond. 


THE GENERAL AND SECTIONAL MEETINGS 


A plan which has been slowly growing in favor for the past few 
years, will be put in thorough operation for the Thirty-Fifth 
Conference. This is to use only the evening meetings, for gen- 
eral sessions, and to devote all the mornings to sectional meet- 
ings, giving each Committee, that has use for it, a separate 
room, so that they may adjourn from time to time, at their 
pleasure, and so that a lively discussion does not need to be cut 
off, just when the interest is the greatest, to make way for some 
other section. Under this plan, the printed program becomes 
tentative, so far as it relates to sectional meetings, the Com- 
mittee work developing through the week, according to the in- 
terest manifested. Sectional meetings are not expected to be 
large, but they are of vital importance to each member in his 
special work. Members, who are not specialists, will be com- 
pelled to choose between the various feasts of good things that 
are offered. Each one can attend all the general sessions, and 
so keep in touch with every department of the work, but no one 
can possibly attend even a majority of all the section metings. 
The most valuable papers presented at the sectional meetings, 
will appear, in condensed form, in The Proceedings. 

Then the evenings are given to the Committees, so far as pos- 
sible, one to each, for a general session. Here the section makes 
its appeal to the general charitable public. Here it maintains its 
organic connection with the whole Conference. The evening ad- 
dresses will be chiefly pre-arranged. Although the traditional free 
floor of the Conference will never be abandoned, yet the pur- 
pose of the general session is not so much discussion as it is to 
report to the world what the special interest has achieved, to 
present the newest and the ripest thought on a given subject. 

This plan does not contemplate making the sectional meet- 
ings exclusive. On the contrary, the rules against reading 
many, or long, papers, and for using the time for informal dis- 
cussion, will still prevail. Everybody who chooses to come is 
welcome to every meeting, both sectional and general, and the 
floor is free to anyone who has something to add or a question 
to ask. 

The following Committees have put in a claim for a special 
meeting place of their own, and will probably use it during at 
least two or three (and some of them five or six) mornings, 
i. ¢., the Committees on Children, Needy Families, Criminals, 
Public Health, State Supervision. While not each one of these 
Committees will have a room assigned for its exclusive use for 
the whole week, in no case will two meetings, one succeeding the 
other, be held in the same room on the same morning. 

The afternoons will be left free for rest, recreation, enter- 
tainment, informal meetings, and similar purposes. It is be- 
lieved that two meetings each day, with opportunity for indi- 


vidual informal conferences between them, is quite enough for 
the most strenuous delegate to enjoy.

Tuesday 
will be celebrated as Virginia Day. A special train will bring 
from Richmond a number of prominent Virginians. On the 
afternoon of Wednesday and Thursday there will be public 
gatherings in the gymnasium with choruses by the students, ad- 
dresses from graduates telling of their work in the field. The 
mornings of both days will be given to visiting the shops, farms. 
workshops and school rooms. Hampton is two hours’ ride by 
the C. & O. R. R. from Richmond, a night’s sail from Washing- 
ton or Baltimore by the Potomac or Chesapeake steamers, a night 
by N. Y. P. & N. R. R. from New York or eighteen hours by Old 
Dominion steamer. It is hoped that many members of the 
National Conference of Charities and Correction will be present. 


THREE OTHER CONFERENCES 


The National Conference of Charities and Correction has so 
inclusive a membership that every other charitable organization 
finds some of its members at home with the National body. This 
year the Conference is 30 fortunate as to have three sister 
organizations meeting in the same city on the same week, and 
with their sessions so planned that they will adjourn immediate- 
ly before the National Conference assembles. 

The largest organized body for Charity in the world, is with- 
out doubt, The Society of St. Vincent de Paul. It happens that 
the President of the National Conference of Charities for this 
year is also the President of the Superior Council of the St. Vin- 
cent de Paul. It is therefore particularly appropriate that the 
Vincentians should meet in Richmond on Sunday, May 2nd, and 
hold meetings on Monday and Tuesday morning, afternoon and 
evening, and on Wednesday morning and afternoon. 

Mr. Thos. M. Mulry is President and Mr. Edmund J. Butler of 
New York, Secretary. The subjects to be reported on and spok- 
en of, are the Works of the Society; The Care of the Poor in 
their Homes, and the various special activities, such as Fresh 
Air Work, Visiting Hospitals and Prisons, Maintenance of Sea- 
men’s Homes, Boy Clubs, Convalescent Homes, etc., ete. 


The National Conference of Jewish Charities meets biennially. 
For several years past this biennial meeting has been held in 
connection with the National Conference of Charities and Cor- 
rection. 

The Conference will meet on Monday, May 4. The President 
is Mr. Nathan Bijur, of New York. The subjects will be those 
of especial interest, especially the work for dependent and or- 
phaned children. The assistance of ihe immigrant refugees, etc., 
ete. 

The Conference on Truant and Backward Children will meet 
on Monday, May 4 ,at Hampton Institute. It will then adjourn 
and complete its sessions during Tuesday and Wednesday morn- 
ing at Richmond. The President is Mr. Mornay Williams, who is 
also President of the Juvenile Asylum and Children’s Village of 
New York. The membership represents the various institutions 
for Juveniles, both the Backward and the Delinquent. Nearly 
every attendant on this Conference is also a member of the Na- 
tional Conference of Charities. 


RAILROAD AND STEAMSHIP LINES 


For some years past the question of Railroad rates for the Con- 
ference has been an increasingly difficult one for the General 
Secretary and the local R. R. Committee. The old-fashioned 
Conference rates are things of the past. The different passen- 
ger associations no longer exist to make rates, but to prevent 
their constituent companies from making them. 

It has been impossible to secure a special reduced rate avail- 
able over the whole country. Certain general ‘‘Convention 
rates’’, however, have been established, which will be available 
from the more distant points and some slight concessions are 
promised from territory nearer to Richmond. 

From California, Oregon and other trans-mountain points, ex- 
cursion rates at about one and one-third fare are available, either 
through to Richmond, or to the various ‘‘ gateways’’ of the trans- 
continental lines. In some eases it will be best for intending 
delegates to purchase tickets to gateway points and then take ad- 
vantage of lower rates for the rest of the journey. 

The Western Passenger Association in answer to a request for 
reduced fare, reply that in most of their territory the revised 
one fare rate is only two cents per mile and that they cannot 
make a concession from so low a rate. They advise delegates to 
buy tickets to their gateway points, St. Louis, Peoria or Chicago, 
and take advantage of a lower rate, if one is made, from thence. 

The South Eastern Passenger Association will probably make 


a rate of one and one-third fare, but at the present writing 
(Apr. 2) they have not announced it. 

The Chesapeake & Ohio and the Norfolk & Western roads will 
sell excursion tickets at one and one-third the regular fare. The 
Big Four and other roads in the Central Territory will sell tick- 
ets using the C. & O.’s rate as a base from Cincinnati, &e. 

Some delegates from the West can take advantage of the Home 
Seekers’ Excursion tickets, sold only on the first and third Tues- 
days of each month. This rate from St. Louis, for instance, is 
one fare plus $4. Similar rates prevail in Ill., Ind. and O. The 
first Tuesday being May 4th, will suit the delegates from the 
West quite well. 

Members from Atlantic Coast points will have choice of rail 
or water. Several excursions are offered, good going by water 
and returning by rail or the opposite. From New York the Old 
Dominion line to Old Point Comfort will enable delegates to 
visit the Hampton Institute and attend the anniversary there. 
(See on another page.) 

The various R. R. Associations have been thoroughly notified 
of the Conference and ticket agents will no doubt have received 
instructions. It will be well for intending delegates to confer 
at onee with their local agents. 

If any better rates than now appear, shall be offered, they 


will be advertised in Charities and the Commons, in the issue of 
April 11th or 18th.
